MR. MILN’S REPLY. 

Mr. Min, the late pastor of Unity Church, 
has sent to ‘Tak TRIBUNE à reply to an ed- 
itorfal which recently appeared in it com- 
menting upon the acrid manuer of his with- 
drawal, and the reply was printed yesterday 
morning. After carefully reading it, we eu- 
not see that it answers auy of the original 
criticisms of Tuk Tamer; on the other 
hand, it only shows that he has entirely mis- 
conceived the spirit of it. The original posi- 
tion of Tun Ion was to the effect that 
a man preaching such aoctrines as he did 
should not have expected to remain in the 
pulpit of Unity Church, atid should not have 
manifested any displeasure at being asked. to 
leave it. That be did manifest such dis- 
pleasure, and still feels it, is shown quite. 
as clearly by his reply as it was in 
his farewell sermon or address. Tur 
Tribune did not criticise hise be 
liefs, of pronounce them true or false, 
but recognized them as beliefs shared by 
thousands of other intelligent peopie.

This will practically revo- 
lutionize the present industry of rolling-milis. 
It will substantially abolish the present cost 
of labor, but will at the same time place the 
rolling of steel rails under a greater monop- 
oly than its own, and necessitate a complete 
change in the present machinery. 

A year or more ago we published the cor- 
respondence between the Princess of Wales 
and a society of titled ladies in England, in 
which these ladies asked the codperation of 
the Princess in discountenancing the use of 
the lustre woolen goods, mainly manufact- 
ured in France, and the use in their place of 
the softer worsted woolen cloth, once made 
in immense quantities in Bradford, England, 
but whieh, owing to changes in fashion, had 
been superseded by the lustre fabrics, thus 
destroyitig the industry of Bradford. The 
Princess, while expressing full sympathy 
with the objects of the society, deciined, be- 
eause of the official position of her husband, 
to become a member of it. The society has 
prosecuted its efforts, and whether owing 
to its labors or to some sudden vagary of fash- 
ion, the change has taken place, anh the long- 
discarded \softjworsted woolen cloths have 
again become the rage, and the lustre wool- 
ens have fallen out of favor. The long-silient 
woolen-mills of Bradford have been again 
putin motion, and, so far as this country is 
concerned, the mills which have been mak- 
ing lustre woolens have been compelled to 
suspend the manufacture of unsalable goods 
and to prepate for making the new articié 
now coming into use, | 

The effects upon manufactures by changes 
of fashion, and by new inventions and dis- 
coveries are illustrated by these two cases. 
We have already pointed out the revolution 
likely to follow the invention of the new 
rolling-mill, and we have already. an in- 
stance of the effect of the change of fashion 
in the style of woolen ¢loths, The Pacific 
Mills corporation, at Lawrenee, Mass., is said 
to have the largest establishment of the kind 
in the world. The annual product of the 
woolen braneh of its business is stated to be 
equal to 30,000,000 yards of cloth, and for 
several years it has been engaged in the 
manufacture of worsted goods, It seems 
that the machines for carding and combing 
used in the manufacture of wovlen goods 
generafly are useless in the manufacture of 
the soft wovlens now coming into use, and 
will have to be replaced by other machines 
of new patterns. The alternatives are to 
close the mlils altogether, or provide the ma- 
ehinery adapted to the new production. 80 
far as the manufacture of soft wovlen cloths 
is concerned the present machinery is value- 
less, except to produce goods that, being out 
of fashion, will have no market.

Our rich 
men are fully identified with Chicago, and 
ne longer contemplate future residence for 
themselves or their children in older cities. 
There is no danger that niaterial progress 
will be neglected, but there is danger that 
the people will grow callous to the 
influences of music, painting, statuary, 
architecture, books, and pursults which 
make eity life more beautiful and more at- 
tractive than lifein the country or the village. 
Chicago cannot afford to grow greater witl- 
out growing stronger in the respect and ad- 
miration of the world. It has already con- 
qguerea universal wonder by its business 
achievements, and now it must supplement 
these by a higher class of attractions if it 
would retain its hold upon the world’s im- 
agination as the magie city of modern 
civilization. 

We think a few reasons for the procrastina- 
tion in art progress are obvious. 

One of these reasons is, that there is little 
hereditary wealth in Chicago. Most of our 
richmen have piled up thelr millions by 
personal effort.

MILITARY DEFIANCE OF CIVIL AUTHOR- 


A Washington dispatch says that the 
House will probably adopt resolutions in- 
quirimge into the cause of the sudden re 
moval of Sergt. Mason from the District of 
Columbia to the penitentiary at Albany, 
pending an application for a writ of bens 
corpus, thereby evading legal proceedings. 

The outrage upon Sergt. Mason is rapidiy 
taking on the shape of an indignity to the 
American people. There is a cold-blooded 
indifference among the military authorities, 
apparently shared, too, by the Acting-Presi- 
dent and his associates, to the universal pro- 
test of the people and to the principles of 
civil law which have been violated. The 
grossest instance of this disposition to over- 
ride the eivil law Was the act of hurrying 
Sergt. Mason to the Albany Penitentiary in 
order to forestall the proceedings which his 
attorney was about to institute in order to 
secure his release on a habeas corpus writ. 
Gen. Ayers, commandant at the Washing- 
ton Barracks, endeavors to apologize for this 
arbitrary act by stating that “arrangements 
had been made for transferring Mason to the 
penitentiary before he was made aware of 
the intention to apply for Mason’s discharge 
under the Habeas-Corpus act.” This expla- 
nation will not serve.

HEevena, Ark., March 18.—The latest advices 
from the Upper St. Francis River are that the 
people in that section are almost reduced to 
cannibalism. They have eaten carcasses for 
some days, and now have all the appearance of 
people becoming insane from starvation. Col. 
A. H. Johuson, President of the Arkansas Mid- 
land Railroad, returned today from Hot 
Springs. He came down by skiff to 
Helena from the mouth of the St. Francis River. 
He says the scenes along the way are most dis- 
tressing and the stench of dead animais revolt- 
ing, and when the waters decline it must be still 
more fearful. The earth is left covered with a 
thick slimy substance.

In New Tork there is an active market for 
both ground and improved property. There is 
a large amount of surplus capital seeking in- 
vestment in business property whenever aay is 
tobe had. In consequence of the low rates of 
interest at the savings banks a great deal oi 
maney, in sums of $5,000 to $10,000, is being 
drawn out by men of moderate means and in- 
vested in up-town lots or houses. Many smalier 
amounts than those mentioned are invested on 
the north side of the Harlem R'ver for cheaper 
homes than can be procured south of it. 
The effect of the elevated roads in New York, 
the Evening Post has been to increase the 
value of —as is shown by the rents—at 
the extreme lower end of the island and of that 
also near Central Park. Property in some of the 
avenues traversed by these road has in some in- 
stances been damaged. but not half so much as 
was apprebended, and the genera! effect of the 
roads on the whole property ou the island bas 
been to equalize values more than they could 
ever have been by any other mens.

Rallway Mail Clerks. . 
To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune, 

CuTcaao, March 16.—I noticed in last Sunday’s 
TRIBUNE a letter on the subject of railway mail 
clerks, and am glad to see this matter again 
brought before the public. 

About two or three years ago I read an ioter- 
esting article (I think in Taz TRIBUNE) On the 
railway mail service, and it gave an account of 
the duties ef the clerks, and spoke of the pecu- 
liar disease to which, in consequence of these 
duties, a large proportion ef them sooner 
or later succumb.

A Poll-Tax Suggested. 
To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune. 

CarcaGco, March 18.—While the matter of li- 
ceuse and additional revenue for the use of the 
city is under discussion, would it not be well to 
look a little at what ocher cities are doing in 
this direction. In Boston, for instance, one of 
the requisites of a voter is that he should have 
paid his poli-tax. This taxis $2 per annum, 
is assessec against every a . 4 
of 20 and over; it is placed in the 
Collector of Taxes, who makes a daily retarp.to 
the Board of Registration, who in their turn 
check the names of all persons as the tax is 


paid, that they may be duly entered or regis- 


tered for use at elections, none being allowed to 
vote except such as have puid the poil-tax. 

From this source alone Boston derives an an- 
nual revenue of $200,000. In Chicago an income 
from the same source would amountto probably 
$300,000, and is really the fairest and most equit- 
able tax that could be levied; it is neither on 


po nor real property, but represents the 
ndividual contribadon of each citizen for police 
and fire protection, use of streets, etc., etc. This

ENGLISH INFIDELITY. 
RELIGION IN GREAT 


Correspondence 

Kioxnpon, March 2.—English society is un- 
dergoing a profound change. Things are 
done, deeds are committed, stories are heard 
of, that would have produced terrible scan- 
dals a few years ago, and now hardly rouse 
a public deadened to all emotions. Relig- 
ion is rapidly losing ground before German 
materialism and French skepticism. Law 
and authority are daily assailed. Loyalty 
itself is tottering, and may have soon to be 
reckoned as another medieval superstition. 

As for religion and devotional observances, 
no doubt a great many people still go to 
church on Sunday, but a great many also 


go elsewhere, or stay at home. England's 


magnificent cathedrals, so full in times of 


yore when the oid faith reigned supreme, are 
left unattended now, and the service dies off, 
sadly watched by insignificant groups of the 
few remaining believers and some passing 
strangers. Melancholy statistics have 
lately been given, some dy re 
ligious, some by indifferent authorities, 


as to the number of people attending. 


the churches on Sundays. A few dissenting 
chapels and Catholic churches show a better 
figure, and now and thenaclergyman dis- 
tinguished by his oratory or by some worldly 
fame draws a fair congregation; but the fact 
remains that an increasing portion of the 
community is growing either indifferent or 
adverse to all forms of public worship. No 
doubt Sundays are still kept with external 
reverence and oppressive duliness, but such 
observances are becoming more and more a 
downright act of hypocrisy. ‘They are main- 
tained merely to save appearances, just as a 
man who has long ceased to believe may 
continue to go to church in edifying parade, 
surrounded by his pious and fashionably-at- 
tired family, in order to impress his retinue 
and his neighbors with a due sense of his 


_ high respectability. The same people, whose 


ardent devotional practices when staying at 
their homes might have given you cause for 
deep compunction, will, in ninety-nine cases 
out of a hundred, ask you, if in another 
house, to join them in an amusing chat in 
the library while the family is at church. 

In itself the English Sunday is an amazing 
instance of human inconsequence and nar- 
row bigotry. Every place of amusement ex- 
cept the lowest—the public house—is closed 
on that day. Religion, or, rather, to be quite 
correct, its guardians here forbid the con- 
templation of works of art, and all other 
beneficial and elevating recreations, butthrow 
open the gin palace with all its degrading 
and brutal debauchery. It is a sin to row on 
the London ornamental lakes; cricket or 
be played; but nothing is 


added to those already adduced, they show 
how complete and general is the present 


movement, 
Looking at the philosophical side of the 


question, and as far only as it touches relig- 
ious belief, we cannot much wonder at the 
progress of infidelity when we see 
sourees and dogmas of Christianity daily as- 
sailed by science and philosophy. and when 
we réad in almost all English periodicals 
and reviews articles expressing contempt and 
even throwing ridicule on the old English 
creed. But then why this odious insincerity 
about it, and why should —5 effect to 
+ look what they have long ceased 
af the many trials which Englisn 
Christianity is undergoing, none is more 
cruel and few ate are more sadly signili- 
cant than the fact of those second-rate Hav- 
erly minstreis, Moody and Sankey having 
been engaged—as reported at about £700 per 
month—to try once more their vulgar music- 
) hall entertainments to revivethe dying faith. 

It is by that sort of auxiliaries, if their pupy 
interference could accomptish anything, that 
a great cause might be finally turned into 
ridicule‘and doomed to ruin. 

THE MODERN JEW. 
A PEN PICTURE BY ERNEST RENAN. 

The last number of the Revue des Deux 
Montes contains an article from the pen of 
M. Renan on Ecclesiastes, which, it is under- 
stood, is only to serve as an introduction to 
his forthcoming translation. It has a special 
interest as being in some sorta contribution 
to the Jewish question of the moment. M. 
Renen as the expounder of Semitic faiths 
and the champion of Semitic nationality is 
well known; itis therefore strange to see 
him give vent in this article to fine-edged 
sayings and witticisms on Jewish weak- 
nesses as known to modern society prin- 
cipally. The following are the concluding 
passnges of the article: “‘Cohelet is, in fact, 
esseltially ‘and par excellence the modern 
Jew. From him to Heinrich Heine there is 
but a gate to open. When one compares him 
to Elias, to Jeremiah, to Jesus, to John of 
Gischala, one hassome difficulty in under- 


standing how the same race could 
have produced such diverse appari- 
tions. Between him and the modern 


Israclite with whom our great commercial 
towns have become acquainted during the 
last fifty years there is a singular resem- 
blance. Wait2,000 years more, till Roman 
pride and barbarian mistrust have alike died 
out, and you will see to what a finished 
man of the world this son of the prophets, 
this brother of zealots, the cousin of Christ, 
will have become transformed: you will see 
how careless he will show himself of the 
paradise mankind has accepted upon his 
word; with what ease he will have accom- 
modated himself to all the folds of modern 
civilization; with what detachment he wil! 
view all dynastic and feudal prejudice; and 
how frankly he will enjoy a world he has 
not made, gather what he has not sown, sup- 
plant the blockhead who persecutes him, or 
makes himself necessary to the fool who de- 


spises him. It is for him, you would almost 
think, that Clovis and his Franks fought: 


a thousand years; that Philip Augustus con- 
quered at uvines and Conde at Rocroi! 
We have all known him, this practical 
sage, whom no supernatural chimera 
distracts, and who would give all the dreams 
of another world for the realities of an hour 
of this; very much opposed to abuses, and 
yet as far from a democrat as possible:

The National Schools—The Schools of 
the Christian Brothers—Intermediate 


Education. 
New York Herald. 


Some recently published documents, among 
which may be mentioned the report of the 
Intermediate Education Board, giving the 
results of the examinations held in 
1881, present a very flattering exhibit 
of the present condition of education 
in Ireland.

Eggs were easy at lic 
per doz. Furs are coming in fairly, and prices 
remain steady. In building materials there is a 
good demand at last week’s quotations. Hides, 
oom. and tallow remain inactive, our list of 
ptices being little better than nominal. Pota- 
toes were a trifle slower, though no decline was 
noted. Wool shows no new feature, the market 
continuing quiet and steady. Hay was easier, 
owing to the heavy receipts, though prices ruled 
aboutas on Friday. Timothy-seed was steady 
at $2.224%@1.31 for prime. Clover-seed was sala- 
ble at $4.50 for prime, but the bulk of the offer- 
ies were purchasable much DdDelow this figure, 
Fiaxseed was steady at a range of SLL. 

Rall freights were quoted firm at the recent 
advance, being On the basis of 25c per 100 Ibs of 
grain to New York, and We per 100 Ibs of provis- 
ions to do. Grain to Liverpool was about 50 
Ne per 100 Ibs. 

The receipts of wheat at Chicago, Milwaukee, 
St. Louis, Toledo, and Detroit, reported Satur- 
day, aggregated 44,000 bu. The shipments from 
the same ports were reported at 17,000 bu. The 
shipments reported from New York, Philadel- 
phia, and Baltimore were 68,000 bu. 

Two vesseis were chartered yesterday to take 
corn to Buffalo, and will load at once. The ag- 
gregate is 70,000 bu, and the rate is reported to 
be2\ec. About half a dozen other vessels are 
understood to have been chartered at 2c for corn. 

The stocks of provisions in St. Louis March 18 
were: 8.700 brie pork, 8,44 tos lard, 8,919,000 Ibe 
hams, 2,619,000 lbs showiders, and 9,835,000 Ibs 
sides.

WEEVILS IN CORN. 

It was reported Saturday that the corn in one 
or two of the elevators of this city is affected 
with weevil. The elevators named were the 
Danville and the Nelson elevators. The 
rumor was followed by a rather. vigor- 
ous throwing of spot corn, some parties 
who were carrying it on Mar con- 
tracts becoming alarmed. They were followed 
by others, who sold May because they thought 
that corn will possibly be delivered on May con- 
tracts. The large offerings caused a sharp de- 
cline in prices, cash corn dropping 3@3% per bu. 
The longer futures were relatively firm. The 
effect of the rumor ought to have been an ad- 
vance in the price of good corn, owing to a leas- 
ening of the quantity. 

The facts in the case were partly known by 
some people as long ago as Inst Tuesday, when a 
lot of 10 car-loads was inspected out of the Na- 
tional elevator, and 1 at- load returned by the 
Inspector because it contained weevils. That 
caused little remark, but Friday a larger lot 
had begun to be delivered out of the Danyille 
elevator, and found to be rather badly infested 
by this in The elevators were examined late 
on Friday by one or more parties who held the 
bulk of the receipts, and the result was Satur- 
day’s “unloading” above referred to. A good 
deal of the corn seems to have been sold 
before the rumor had gained much 
headway; but when it did get out the market 
dropped. As usual in such cases, the men who 
made the most outery were those who were 
more frightened than hurt, as they did not own 
a bushel of corn in those or in any other houses. 

The regular Inspection Committee was called 
to pass upon the grain which the Inspectors had 
objected to. The have no jurisdiction outside 
of that. They will probably report Monday. It 
is noteworthy that the parties to whom 
the grain was served out (as ship- 
pers) are stated to be willing to 
receive the corn. The warehousemen asked 
that a committee be appointed by the Directors 
of the Board of Trade. Such a committee was 


appointed, and visited the elevators. It was. 


understood that they would report Saturday 
evening, but they had not done 80 at the date of 
this writing.

A Correspondent Who Thinks Well of 
Jerome Hopkins and His “ Samuel.” 
Jo the Editor of The Chicago Tribune. 

Cuicaeo, March 18.—Mr. Jerome Hopkins 
has come to Chicago for the purpose of 
bringing out his dialog-oratorio or sacred 
opera of “Samuel” on Thursday evening, 
March 30, at the M. E. Church Block. Mr. 
Hopkins is widely known in New York City 
(of which he is a resident), .and throughout 
the country generally, in his double capacity 
of musical composer and editor of the New 
York Philharmonic Journal. He is also 
the tounder of the New York Orpheon Free 
Choir Schools, which he has carried on for 
seventeen years, and which have numbered 
over 20,000 pupils in their classes. Samuel“ 
was first heard in New York in May, 1877, as 
an opera, and was the very first composed by 
an American ever given at the Academy of 
Music in that city. At its first representation 
the choirs came from the Orpheon Schools, 
and the orchestra was made up of players 
from the Philharmonic societies of 
New York and Brooklyn. The com- 
poser bound himself by many restrictions 
in writing it, and among them were the fol- 
owing: Few scenes, few principals, great 
simplicity, condensation of thought, variety 
ot contrast, sustained ecclesiastical flavar, 
and invariable consistency of melodic per- 
sonality. Besides these there was to be an 
introduction of dialog mainly sustained by 
readers who had no stinging to do, instead of 
by the singers, as in the conventional English 
opera, whereby the artists are overweighted 
and their voices forced into harshness. Thus 
“Samuel” requires two sets of principal 
characters, a lyric and a dramatic set, for the 
readers do no singing. Then there was 
needed great diversity of choral effects in 
order to give everybody something to.do. So 
we find in it choruses formen and for women 
(separately) as well as for mixed adult voices, 
and furthermore for > voices alone, for 
girls’ voices alone, and finaily for all in as- 
sociation, but harmonized in so simple a man- 
ner that all can be rehearsed well

Such were the opinfins of 
two illustrious musicians, neither of whom

contemporary. From time down to 
present Wagner has continued to excite the 
greatest attention and interest abroad; and 
now, in the year on which we have just en- 
tered, all his acknowl operas are to be 
performed in London. “The Flying Dutch- 
man was the first of his dni heard in 
this country: it was eet in Germany in 
18438, but not here till 1870 * Tannhau- 
ser was only given for the first time in Lon- 
don thirty-one years after its original produc- 
tion at Dresden. Wagner’s operas are not 
so many specimens of one and same style, 
but they all represent some special phase in 
the history of his mental development. Ri- 
enzi” isa work full of youthful fire,” to 
which the composer does not attach any 
special importance.”
